dency. The-re docs not now appear to be 
any doubt about this, and from the stand- 
point of political acumen we should say 
he is playing the game quite competent- 
ly. Mr. Hoover says he is not a candidate. 
He has wired the Democratic state cen- 
tral committee.of California that "I can- 
not approve of the use of my name for 
that purpose." Nevertheless, the move- 
ment for Mr. Hoover continues to grow 
apace and 
campaign managers 
are 


springing

to 
see 
that 
it 
is 


properly crystalized and does not lose 
any of its momentum. It seems lo be set- 
tled that if the food administrator does 
run for the presidency 51 will be upon the 
Democratic ticket, and while strictly 
speaking he may not yet be a candidate 
he is unquestionably the most potent 
force lo be reckoned with in that parly. 


Mr. McAdoo and Attorney General 


Palmer arc avowed candidates. So are 
Governor Cox of Ohio and Senator Owen 
of Oklahoma. It is quile clear we think 
that in this list of announced candidates 
there is no name which appeals strongly 
to the imagination of the people, or 
whose personality or record would make 
him more than Ihc mere nominee cf the 
parly. It will take something more than 
thai for Ihe Democrats lo win in 1920 or 
lo even make a showing. The country in 
1916 re-elected Mr. Wilson president. It 
did not re-elect the Democratic parly to 
power. The Democrats today are at a far 
.greater disadvantage than they were four 
years-ago. A leader is required whose per- 
sonality will overshadow the perform- 
ances of. the party and its record. Mr. 
McAdoo is not such a man in our judg- 
ment and neither is Mr. Palmer. As for 
Co:-: and Owen, they would make no im- 
pression. 


Mr. Hoover is the one man on the hori- 


zon who. as things look now, might make 
it interesting for the Republicans in this 
year's battle. There have been some ex- 
perls, unprejudiced in their political 
prognostics lions, who have held that Mr. 
Hoover could be elected as the nominee 
of cither part}-. Such an opinion, even if 
well founded, would necessarily require 
some qualification. It is a foregone con- 
clusion thai if the Republicans nominate 
a commanding figure, who possesses the 
confidence and admiration of the pro- 
gressive and forward-looking people of 
the country, he will be elected. We do not 
"believe that even Mr. Hoover could stem • 
the tide toward Ihc Republican party in 
such an even I. If. however, the Republi- 
cans were lo nominate a conservative of 
the type of Governor Harding of Ohio 
and should leave an unsavory record on 
Ihc peace treaty and the league of na- 
tions, and Ihc Democrats were, lo nom- 
inate Mr. Hoover on a mililantly progres- 
sive platform there is no question but what 


• it would be ;i real struggle, in which the 


Democratic parly, badly discredited as it 
is, would have an excellent chance lo 
elccl its candidate. 


If Mr. Hoover secures Ihe nomination 


for president he will be a candidate lo 
lake into account. But it is problematical 
•vvhelluT he can secure the nomination be- 
cause of Ihc simple fact that bis inde- 
pendence and freedom from control are 
likely to make him objectionable lo the 
machine organization. There will be the 
same trouble lo encounter in the Repub- 
lican contest. The organization will to a 
large eNlent throw ils weight against that 
candidate who may attract lo himself Ihc 
greatest strength because of his personal 
qualities and his tendency toward inde- 
pendence. The politicians always like a 
man for president who is amenable to 
"reason." The campaign of 1920 still has 
interesting possibilities and it is also at- 
tended wilh many uncertainties. 


arc more concerned with the security of 
the British empire than with the security 
of the United Sla|es. and we say this 
without any disparagement of the British 
nation or of the importance to itself.and 
the United Slates of a powerful British 
navy. We believe the welfare of the 
United States is more closely identified, 
and always will be. wilh thai of Great 
Britain than of any other nation, bul at 
the same time we believe in America 
standing strictly upon ils own bollom. 


If the* world is lo go on without the pro-

This policy might involve differ- 
ences of opinion, bul we musl nol over- 
look the fact that if Europe and Asia or- 
ganize America stands alone and must 
safeguard ils position wilh largerassurcd- 
ness than would otherwise be necessary. 


If il is Irue that the United States po- 


tentially benefits from the control of Ihe 
seas by Great Britain, the corollary nec- 
essarily follows thai Great Britain would 
benefit by control being transferred lo 
the United Stales insofar as their intcr- 
esls are common.

STOCK DIVIDENDS 
NOT 
TAXABLE. 


The business world, and legitimately 


so, will welcome the decision of the su- 
preme court holding unconstitutional 
that section of the 1916 revenue law 
which provides for the levying of an in- 
come tax on stock dividends. There can 
be no question as to the absolute sound- ( 
ness and justness of this ruling. The 
court holds that stock dividends are cap- 
ital account, a fact which is not open to 
controversy. Nothing whatever is taken 
out of a corporation which declares stock 
dividends that accrues to the benefit of 
its stockholders in the form of income. In 
fact it may be a serious question in many 
cases-whether it accrues to their benefit 
at all or not. It means for instance, that 
a surplus which was available for divi- 
dends is transferred permanently into 
the assets of the corporation and remains 
the property of the company subject to 
all of its business risks. It'is easily con- 
ceivable that the use of this surplus by 
stockholders in the form of dividends 
might be of greater value to them than 
in the form of additional stock. This 
point of course is not involved in the de- 
cision, except that it demonstrates that 
there is no profit per se in a stock divi- 
dend and therefore it does not represent 
in any sense of the word income. • 


The court states very accurately the 


fact that stock dividends show a com- 
pany's earnings have been capitalized in- 
stead of divided, and that they represent 
merely a book adjustment of increased 
assets' "Far from being a realization of 
profits of the stockholders," the opinion 
reads, a slock dividend "lends rather to 
postpone such a realization, in that the 
fund represented by the new slock has 
been transferred from surplus lo capital 
and no longer is available for actual dis- 
tribution." The logic of this reasoning is 
inescapable, nor is it altered in the slight- 
est way by the fact thai dividend stock is 
saleable. Even if the slock were sold, it 
still remains true that the dividend itself 
has been absorbed into capital and has 
not been distributed. 


The attempt by congress to tax slock 


dividends reflected simply the effort by 
that body lo tax everything in sight and 
obtain revenue from any and every 
source. There are many injustices, many 
absurdities, many inconsistencies in the 
income lax law. but undoubtedly the 
most flagrant violation of the principles 
on which income taxation rests was em- 
bodied in the provision relating lo stock 
dividends. Thai was clearly an attack 
upon prosperous enterprise, as well as a 
penally upon the expansion of capital in- 
vestment. It may be true, as alleged, thai 
many slock dividends have been declared 
on the theory of the unconstitutionally 
of the la wand wilh a purpose lo avoid tax- 
ation, but even MI it would hardly invali- 
date the propriety of such a course. If 
business finds it more to its advantage lo 
expand its capital account than lo dis- 
burse its surplus earnings as dividends, 
that is its privilege, and it is a privilege 
that, exercised, adds lo the strength of the 
property and to its productiveness, all of 
'which is an economic gain that may more 
than offset the loss Jo Ihe government in 
taxation.

a permanent "foyer" has been established by the 
American Woman's club of Paris. 
Here any American can go just as to his own 


home, enjoy real Amer.'can. home atmosphere, 
and. if he be a tourist, get all the information 
about Paris. France, or any other 
European 


country available in any "tourists' bureau" in 
Paris." 
Convinced of the need for some such Ameri- 


can center to assist newly arrived Americans to 
ad lust themselves to the entirely different con- 
ditions of continental Europe—especially during 
the first two or three weeks after their arrival 
—the club took over one of the Y. W. C. A. 
hotels, formerly Hotel Petrograd. and convcrt- 
od it into a beautiful club house. 
It will also serve as a center 
for social 


activities in the growing American colony 
in 


Paris. 
A dormitory has been opened for American 


girls—either resident or tourist. 
Emergency 


looms have been s'et aside for "strandees." who 
will be harbored temporarily until other accom- 
modations can be found. 
The salons on downstairs floors are at the 


disposal of both men and women. Only Ameri- 
can«-- arc admitted into the dining room, where 
meals o~e served three times a day. 


A "shoppers' bureau" has been instituted to 


protect American tourists. Here Americans inay 
learn the location and character of all shopping 
centers of Paris. The club's staff has cataloged 
stores of many kinds, according lo price level 
and standard of quality. 
The staff make- periodic calls on the stores 


listed, verifying its findings and making sure 
that there is no price discrimination 
against 


Americans. 
The club's routine social program includes: 
A dance for all American young people in 


Paris every two weeks.
